L include a prescient Harry 
Rde scenario, which appeared in the 
magazine • he edits. Community 
Education Network J45p from Brin- 
ton Rd. Coventry CV2 4LF) some 
years ago: 

Behold, a certain school was 
faced with a demand from the 
unions that they should protest 
against government policy by 
vnthdrawing their labour, un- 
willing to withdraw from 
labouring in the vineyards that 
brought forth good fruit, the 
staff decided to withdraw their 
. labour only from the vineyards ■ 
which brought forth stunted 
fruit, that is. the classrooms. 
They therefore decided to ex- 
ert themselves in all voluntary 
activities which they promoted 
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and supervised for the children 
in the school, and to withdraw 
their labour only from the 
teaching of lessons in the class- 
rooms. As a result, during the 
period of industrious action, 
that school flourished and blos- 
somed and an increasing num- 
ber of parents tried to get their 
children into that school. 

One casualty of industrial action so 
far is preparation for the GCSE. 1 
find it hard to weep for the infant 
exam. It is not just that it is 10 years 
late, as Anne Sofer argued in pie 
TES last week. The inclusion in it of 
Distinctions and Credits will give the 
outside world the excuse to believe 
that nothing has changed and they 
are simply code for a new O level. 

The seeds of this perversion were 
sown in the Commons Select Com- 
mittee report three years ago by 
HatTy Greenway MP- the "galloping 
major’ 1 character to whose wit and 
wisdom TES readers were made 
privy last week. He persuaded the 
Conservative majority on the Com- 
mittee to insert a recommendation 
for Distinctions and Credits, along- 
side our (half-hearted) endorsement 
of a common examination.

F or a fleeting weekend it looked like good news 
- the employers 1 representatives on the Bur- 
nham Committee had shown a welcome desire 
to shift the log-jam in the present dispute by 
inviting the teachers to meet them again to consider 
how and under what conditions a new offer could be 
made over and above the 4 per cent on the table. It 
appears that the initiative came from Labour 
authority leaders given grounds for optimism by 
informal contacts with the NUT (whether over 
breakfast or in smoke-filled Scarborough back- 
rooms) and that the imminence of next Thursday's 
county council elections may. have helped Mr Philip 
Merridale and his ACC team to go along with it. 
Whatever the circumstances, it was the movement 
which counted almost as much as the reasons for it. 

The bad news, however, followed swiftly behind. 
The Burnham teachers' panel - dr at any rate the 
National Union of Teachers - are still mulishiy 
determined not to pick up the threads of negotiation, 
even though it would plainly have made sense to 
pursue the potential for agreement between the 
teachers and their employers. 

Even though the employers do not form more than 
a part of the management panel in Burnham and 
could not raise the offer, even if they wished to. 
without the agreement of the representatives of the 
Secretary of State, the teachers would have been well 
advised to try to do a deal with the authorities on the 
1 terms of an interim agreement - which would have 
eventually to lead on to a new contract and salary 
structure - and then join with them in banging on SiT 
Keith Joseph's door. 

Of course, there could be no guarantee that such a 
Joint demarche would prove irresistible, and indeed 
Sir Keith- with his usual deadly timing- reiterated in 
the House of Commons that there was absolutely no 
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Looking for a way out 



| prospect of any extra money at just about the time 
that the NUT was driving the other teacher unions at 
the teachers' panel meeting to despair. Once again, 
the NUT's leaders, having led their troops another 
forced march further up the cul de sac. will be able to 
claim triumphantly that they have been proved right 
Even so, the authorities cannot be faulted for 
believing that a united approach was worth a try, and 
certainly better than an indefinitely protracted 
period of non-cooperation and temper-fraying 
strikes, and in the end it is almost inevitable that they 
will have to make some sort of common cause 
The ferocious nature of the Government's regime 
of pains and penalties for “overspending" l.e.a.s 
means that when the local authorities say they cannot 
afford to pay more the teachers' unions have no 
option but to pay attention.

If there were any opportunist dividends to he 
extracted from this finnncinl impasse, however, 
hopes have once iignin been shuttered hy the NUT's 
determination to stick to strong-arm tactics and the

The fall-out from the NUT’s wrecking behaviour 
can be judged by the effect it is likely to have on their 
relationship with the Labour local authority leaders 
who they had been looking to as nllics. but who are 
now unlikely to risk another set nf crossed signnls in u 
hurry. It must also be a warning sign that the 
NAS/UWT general secretary, Fred Smithies, has 
now seen fit to abandon the fragile united front he 
had hitherto - with some misgivings - maintained, 
and condemn his fellow union publicly and une- 
quivocally. It also looks as if the NUT has now wrong 
- footed itself on the eve of the elections. 

The NUT leaders have been just as sensitive as the 
employers' to the impact of their action on the local 
elections, and their strategy depends quite heavily on 
denting the Government’s confidence in its public 
sector pay policy through the local ballot box. So far. 
though, as our election preview on page fi suggests, 
cutbacks and strikes in (he schools arc still not giving 
teachers such a high profile with the voters as 
expected, and political swings look more likely to 
lead to hung councils - never a good basis for a policy 
lead - than real switches in power. 

When next Thursday’s elections are out of the 
way, the smoke may begin to clear nnd wc may all be 
able to see whether the NUT arc leading the troops 
towards the real enemy lines. In any event, having 
dashed the employers' olive twig to the ground, it 
may then be up to the unions tq make the next move. 
Without a major shock in the shires next week, it Is 
unlikely to conic from Sir Keith.

secondary. 

•Rie paper closely follows many of 
Ihe arguments of the Cockcroft report 
on mathematics teaching, Bnd fre- 
quently quotes from it. 

Thelnspectors stress the Importance 
of prfictical work at all levels: 


"Mathematics is an ahstract subject 
and becomes almost exclusively so too 
qulokly for many pupils.” 

They sny that the turns of teaching 


mathematics should be that the pupils 
see the subject as an essential clement 
of communication, and as a powerful 
tool, where skills arc only important 
because they nrc needed for purpose- 
ful activities. 

The report adds: “It is unfortunate 
that niuen or the work pupils dn in 
mathematics should appear to them 
and to adults to lack purpose." 

Pupils should he encouraged to use 
Imagination, initiative and flexibility, 
as well as to work systematically when 
appropriate. They should learn to 
work independently and cooper- 
atively, 

“Most, if not hH” should do some 
in-depth study. They should under- 
stand relationships within mathema- 
tics, become aware of its fascination, 
and gain confidence, Pupils must “de- 
rive pleasure and enjoyment" from the 
subject. 

Notation and number facts must be 
learnt - but not before underlying 
concepts are understood. There is a “a 
very strong temptation’ 1 , at all levols for 
schools to go for “superficially quick 
progress" in written work. 

Concentrating on concepts and their 
understanding - rather than skills - 
may “appear to many to result in 
unacceptably slow progress”, but it 
allows quick and confident progress 


later on. 

The importance of being able to talk 
and write about mathematics is neg- 
lected in many schools, as is the ability 
to extract and evaluate mathematical 
information from a wide range of 
sources, including reference books, 
advertisements and the media. 

Understanding basic concepts, and 
the relationship between them, is 
essential: “Being 'good at mathema- 
tics' is dependent upon the ability to 
recognize relationships." say the In- 
spectors. 

Pupils should learn to select 
appropriate data to solve problems - 
textbooks, unlike life, usually provide 
exactly the data needed. They must be 
able to use maths in context, and to 
assess Ihe usefulness and relevance of 
results. 

They need to develop general 
strategies such as estimation, approx- 
imation, irlal-and-crror methods of 
solving problems, ways of simplifying 
difficult tasks and looking far patterns, 
making and testing hypotheses. 

HM Inspectorate suggests that the 
content of mathematics courses should 
be chosen so that pupils can cover 
them successfully. Syllabuses currently 
contain so much that “even superficial 
cqverage is Impossible for many 
pupils.

Pupils’ conceptual struc- 
tures and general strategies show their 
mathematical abilities better than their 
easily tested mastery of facts and skills, 
and ways must he found to assess 

them.

Children aged three and four are 
promised a full year of pre school 
education under a future government 
led by either the Labour Party or the 
Social Democrats. 

Both parties published policy docu- 
ments on the under-fives this week. In 
the run up to county council elections 
on May 2 but with a firm eye on votes 
in the next general election. 

Both criticize the patchiness of pre- 
sent provision, the fact that a nursery 
place is heavily dependent on where 
children live, and that under-fives 
services are fragmented between 
health, social services and education 
departments. 

Labour aims to pass legislation re- 
quiring all local authorities to offer all 
I three and four-yearrolds a place in a 
nursery school or class with flexible 
hours to meet the needs of parents. 

Loral authorities would also be 
obliged by law to provide education, 

g ay and day care for under-fives. 

ovemment departments would set 
bade standards and ensure that suffi- . 
. dent resources were available through 
increases in the rate support grant, tne 


urban aid programme and grants to 
voluntary bodies. 

The Social Democrats say they 
would develop a service from “the 
bottom up", building on the range of 


provision which exists at present. It 
should be “family oriented, locally 
decided, flexible and responsive , 
planned by a local agency for under- 
rives and funded by a less restricted 
rate support grant. 

The local plan would be based on 
two guarantees to all children. The 
first would guarantee every child at 
least one year’s educational experi- 
ence before starting school; this could 
be provided in a nursery class or 
school, a day nursery or a playgroup. 
The second would give every neigh- 
bourhood a “young family centre" - 
usually based in an existing building 
such as a primary or nursery schooL 
community or health centre. It would 
provide support, information and 
advice to young families. 

Labour’s document, which will have 
to be approved by the party's confer- 
ence before it becomes policy, was 
launched at Keynsham school in Avon 
where Labour is defending a slim 
majority next week and where the 
existing county administration has 
made nursery education a top priority. 

■ Mr Giles Radice, Labour's educa- 
' tion spokesman, said a newly elected 
Labour Government would im- 
mediately. invest £50 million in nursery 
education, raising by 10 per cent the 
nronortion of young children in pre

of nursery education as Gloucester- 
shire, Somerset, Wiltshire, Bromley 
and West Sussex, which cater for 
between 0 and 3 per cent of the age 
group.

Concern is expressed about unsuit- 
able provision tor four-year-olds in 
primary schools, and the SDP says no 
child under five- should be enrolled 
unless the staffing and equipment 
standards which apply to nurseries are 
implemented. 

An appendix of statistics indicates 
that urban areas in the North such as 
Tyneside, Cleveland, Manchester, 
Humberside and some parts of Wales 
have fewer than a quarter of their 
children In playgroups while in the 
more prosperous South - Oxfordshire* 
Essex, Somerset, Devon, West Sus- 
sex, Dorset - more than half are in 
playgroups. A strong relationship is 
also shown between the absence of 
nursery education and the formation 
of playgroups.

Shires face prospect of 
more hung authorities 


The political composition of the Asso- 
ciation of County Councils - and 
through it the direction of teachers' 
pay negotiations - could be at stake in 
the county council elections to be held 
next week. 

On Thursday, 24 million electors in 
the 37 shire counties of England and 
Wales will have 1 the opportunity to 
vote, in many cases for the first time 
since 1981, when Labour made sub- 
stantial gains. All the shire counties 
are education authorities. 

Some informed political observers 
are predicting a dramatic increase in 
the number of hung councils - with no 
overall political control - this year, 
with both Conservative and Labour 
losses, linked to a significant increase 
in the Libera] vote. 

This could open the door for the first 
time For the Association of County 
Councils, now Tory-controlled, to be- 
come a hung authority. This would iti 
turn affect the political direction of 
both the employers' side of the Bum- 
ham negotiating committee, and the 
Council of Local Education Author- 
ities. 

_ The most bitterly-contesred coun- 
ties on Thursday are certain to be 
Labour and Conservative marginals, 
and especially counties won by Labour 
on the crest of an electoral wave in 
1981 which the party Is now defending. 
Before the last elections Labour held 
only one shire county, Durham. Today 
it controls 10. 

The Conservatives are particularly 
confident of regaining Avon, Cumbria 


and Lancashire, all of which fell to 
Labour four years ago by slender 
majorities, and Cheshire, which is a 
hung council where Labour is the 
largest single party. 

In Avon, Labour is defending 39 
seats while the Conservatives have 32, 
the Liberals four, and there is one 
independent. In Cumbria Labour has 
an overall majority of only one. Other 
vulnerable Labour-held counties are 
Humberside and South Qlamorgan. 

A similar pattern exists in Lan- 
cashire, which includes large tracts of 
traditionally Conservative green belt 
as well as Labour strongholds like 
Blackburn and Burnley. If Labour 
does lose Lancashire, the Association 
of County Councils may also lose one 
of its most eloquent and provocative 
education spokesmen, Mrs Josie Far- 
rington. 

Sne is Lancashire's education chair- 
man and as a county representative on 
the ACC, shadow chairman of its 
education committee. She is also a 
leading mem her of the Burnham nego- 
tiating panel and CLEA. 

The, Liberals, however, are also 
targeting most of the vulnerable 
Labour-held counties and hope to hold 
the balance of power where there is no 
overall political control after the elec- 
tions. In Avon and Lancashire, espe- 
cially, tactical voting could give the 
Liberals a key position. 

The Liberal Party is also mounting 
energetic campaigns in some tradi- 
tionally Tory authorities, notably 
Essex, Cambridgeshire and Oxford- 


shire, where the Conservatives have 
surprisingly slender overall majorities 
in the face of combined Labour and 
Liberal opposition. 

Cambridgeshire Tories, in fact, re- 
cently lost two by-elections to the 
Liberals and the council is under a 
minority Conservative administration. 
In Essex, the Conservatives' overall 
majority is four and in Oxfordshire 
three, Although in most cases Con- 
servatives can counton Independent or 
Ratepayers' support. Liberal gains 
could lead to hung councils. 

Hung but conservative-led Bedford- 
shire, Berkshire and Leicestershire will 
also be hard-fought by all parties. In 
each case there is no overall political 
control but the Tories are the largest 
party and run minority administra- 
tions. 

In each case. Labour expects to do 
well. But the Liberals are equally 
confident of increasing their share of 
the vote. Either way, the Conserve- (. 
lives privately concede that they face a 
hard fight just to maintain their minor- 
ity position.

At present there 
are 101 Conservatives, 56 Labour and 
19 others on the authority's executive 
council - giving the Conservatives a 
clear majority of 26. It would need

replaced by opposition members for 
the authority to hang.

A 400-page document shortly to be 
placed before teachers' leaders and 
their employers starkly highlights the 
dilemma facing both sides in this year's 
pay negotiations, it reveals a wide- 
spread decline in pay and local author- 
ities unable to afford even the 4 per 
cent pay increase already on offer.

An information frame-up 


Judith Askey explains how viewdata can encourage a 
disciplined approach to information handling 


We have had Prestel in the school 
library since September 1983. From 
the start we have been investigating 
the role of Prestel in the curriculum: its 
strengths, its weaknesses, and cost 
effective ways of using it. 

Most importantly, we have focussed 
on its vnlue as a pupil-centred learning 
medium os opposed to being a 
‘teaching tool.' 

So how can Prestel be used in the 
curriculum. Wc have found five diffe- 
rent related uses; 

• as a source of information 

• as a medium for learning. 

• as a means of communication; 

• as an example of IT used in the real 

world: 

• as a source of computer software. 

We have found that the best place 

for Prestel is in the school library under 
the management of the school libra- 
rian. This means that it is centrally 
located, allowing freedom of access at 
all times and to all departments. 

If Prestel is placed in the computer 
lab it is not readily accessible and its 
use is likely to be restricted to the least 
important of the five uses above (the 
last two). In which case it is almost 
certainly being used out of the context 
for which it was designed - as an 
information service. 

As a medium for learning we have 
used Prestel as a means of illustrating a 
lesson, just as one would use a video or 
slides; as an interactive medium to 
explore a subject, questioning pupils' 
attitudes and viewpoints, fostering dis- 
cussion and debate; and to provide 
another opportunity to verify and 
refine a written topic. 

We have also used Prestel as an 
introduction to the concept of using 
viewdata as a communications 
medium and to help pupils learn 
information management skills. 

We have had two major projects. In 
the first pupils were the designers, 


authors, editors and publishers of 
information and in the second they 
were the end users. 

First, using viewdata to create a 
community information database. 
This was designed to provide a source 
of local information. Ten pupils, work- 
ing for six periods per week over half a 
term, were involved. 

Two members of staff, the librarian 
and special needs teacher, worked 
together creating a team which en- 
sured that the skills acquired are 
applicable across the curriculum. 

One or the most important steps in 
the whole exercise was the creation of 
a flowchart through the database.

Pupils gathered together to produce 
one, discussing the headings and the 
sort of information which would be 
useful to people in their daily lives. 

They worked in pairs and collected 
information from a variety of sources: 
print, non-print, Prestel, human, with- 
in the school, in the town. They wrote 
letters, made phone calls, earned out 
interviews. Both the MP and the 
Mayor were highly informative and 
valuable sources. 

Throughout the production of the 
database, as it grew in complexity, it 
became increasingly difficult for the 
two members of staff to follow a i 


What were the benefits to the 
pupils? We noticed that levels of 
concentration rose. Pupils worked in- 
tensively for two hour stretches. Atte- 
ndance levels rose, to lfiO per cent! 
They worked cooperatively . were 
able to acept criticism (it’s the screen 
and not the pupil which receives the 
criticism), were highly motivated, and 
totally committed (they came back at 


every opportunity to work).

The creation of the database fos- 
tered a great deal of co-operation, 
discussion and debate, which con- 
tinued throughout the entire process. 


using information, the whole of the 
third year were involved, with their 
teachers. The aim was to understand 
the role and value of community 
information. 

Pupils had to employ the full range 
of information handling skills, with the 
emphasis on knowing where to find 
information, interpreting information 
sources, like DHSS booklets and dis- 
criminating between useful and biased 
information in newspapers and maga- 
zines. 

Prestel was used live (incurring 
charges) for this course, together with 
a non-connected viewdata system of 
travel advice compiled from Prestel. 
Because of the Prestel connect time 
ils appreciated the need to 


plan thefr fine of enquiry before con- 
necting so as to reduce costs. 


The finished local community in- 
formation database was used alongside . 
the printed booklets and pamphlets 
available in the school library. 

What value have we found in using 
the medium of viewdata? It fosters 
autonomy and flexible learning, allow- 
ing pupils the freedom to develop and 
manage their own learning process. 

In Prestel wc have a valuable In- 
formation resource. But itcostsmoney 
and we can ill afford to take on an 
expensive teaching tool at a time of 
severe cutbacks in capitation if we 
don't use it effectively. We must 
appreciate the diversity of Prestel and 
tne fact that information is a valuable 
commodity that has to be paid for. 

If we don't provide Prestel in the 
school library we deny access to in- 
formation. and the opportunity to 
acquire the skills for handling compu- 
ter based information, to those ptlplls 
whose families can't pay. 

. We found Prestel to b‘e a five in one 
learning medium which can be used 
effectively in ihe acquisition, enrich- 
ment and reinforcement of certain 
concepts,, attitudes, values, experi- 
ences and skills in the curriculum.

It was the Secretary of State's day 
for magnanimity. He also showed a 
willingness to learn more about the 
intricate financial structure of the 
WEA from Mr Linden West, secretary 
of the Berkshire, Buckinghamshire 
and Oxfordshire branch.

Mr Peter Brooke's decision to cut 
the ECA's £18,(10(1 grant last year 
provoked bitter protests and lobbying 
from MPs on both sides of the House. 
But Sir Keith told NIACE “we decided 
that the purpose of the ECA - admir- 
able though it is - was not one of our 
priorities. ' To gasps of disbelief he 
said the scale of protest indicated 
widespread support which the ECA 
would have a chance to mobilize in the 
next three years when its position 
would be reconsidered. 

At the WEA conference more than 
400 delegates overwhelmingly passed 


The best way to encourage boys to 
continue studying modem languages 
up to 16 is to present them with a 
curriculum option system which makes 
it harder for them to drop out of 
language learning.

Local authorities believe they can still 
win the battjc to keep control of the 
work of their colleges despite their 
dependence on funds from the Man- 
power Services Commission. 

They feel that the Commission and 
the Government cannot ignore the 
mounting evidence that training nnd 
vocational education are likely to suf- 
fer from any attempts to interfere with 
local college operations. 

The nutiiorities have been uncour- 
nced by (he pragmatic approach of the 
MSC’s chairman, Mr Biyan Nicholson 
- appointed after ministers and Lord 
Young, his predecessor, had decided 
on the college funding takeover - who 
has been making an extensive tour of 
FE establishments. 

At the same time the over-zealous 
Commission officials who last year 
began to work out detailed proposals 
for controlling every aspect of the 
colleges* work-related courses have 
been replaced. 

The special unit originally set up to 
control the colleges has been dis- 
banded and the links with FE have 
simply become part of the work of the 
new .training development branch. 
This is headed, not by a career 
bureaucrat, but by Mr Ian Randall, the 
MSC's former assistant director for 
Scotland, who is a training expert 
recruited from industry. 


Meanwhile, analysis began, this 
week of a survey which it is hoped will 
add formidably to the local authorities' 


integrated' structure of technical and 
vocational certification.

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case. In one of the biggest exercises of 
this sort ever carried out in further 
education, more than 160 colleges 
have supplied extensive details of the 
way they arc identifying and meeting 
the needs of industry and commerce in 
their areas. 

The survey is being carried out by a 
team of senior education staff from 
Association of Metropolitan Author- 
ities l.e.a.s and outside experts hended 
by Mr Jackson Hall, Sunderland's 
director of education. 

It is concentrating on three specific 
fields - catering, construction, and 
computer studies - so as to be able to 
study the colleges' operations in great 
detail. 

The AM A is expecting that the 
survey will demonstrate how close and 
up to date are the links between most 
colleges - certainly those in the cities 
and towns - and employers, and that 
college staff are good at establishing 
the real current training needs of the 
communities they serve.

Japsn s impressive education system 
which can take credit for producing so 
many talented scientists, mathemati- 
cians and engineers is now looking for 
new ideas tolmprove the quality of its 
much-criticized foreign language 
teaching. 

Even the Japanese themselves will 
admit that they are rather poor ling- 
uists. English, the principal foreign 
language studied in Japanese schools 
and universities, is taught for around 
three hours a week over a period of 6 to 

years yet many students graduate 
from school and universities virtually 
unable to speak or understand com- 
prehensible English. 

Most observers see the problem as 
stemming from Japan’s system of uni- ■ 
versity entrance examinations. Lan- 
guage teachers, under great pressure 
to get their pupils through the compul- 
sory foreign language component of

When Matthew Fraser mode n speech 
supporting one of his friends for elec- 
tion to student office back in April 
1983, he little guessed that the out- 
come would be a hearing before the 
United States Ninth Circuit Court of 
Appeals in defence of his rights under 
the First Amendment. 

But Fraser, a pupil at Bethel High 
School in Washington state, has heen 
fighting for those rights ever since that 
speech got him suspended from 
school. Now the case may have to go 
before the Supreme Court. 

The cause of the furore is the 
allegation that the speech used sexual 
innuendo. This is what he said: 

H I know a man who is firm - he's firm 
in his pants, he’s firm In his shirt, his 
character is firm - but most of ail, his 
' belief in you, the students of Bethel is 
firm. Jeff Kuhlman is a man who takes 
his point and pounds it in ... he 
doesn't attack things iii spurts - he 
< drives hard, pushing and pushing until 
finally he succeeds. Jeff is a man who 
will go to the very end - even the 
climax, for each and every one of you.” 
Officials of Bethel school district 
said the speech was indecent and hod a 
disruptive effect on the educational 
process.

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Education in British Columbin is In 
turmoil as the support of the provin- 
cial government, which funds educa- 
tion, continues to decline. 

Vancouver high school students 
took to the streets earlier in the year to 
protest against large classes and spend- 
ing cuts.

Parents held a large protest meeting 
in February, and in early March the 
elected school councillors voted over- 
whelmingly at an emergency meeting 
to back local boards dial refuse to 
comply with the government's budget 
guidelines. 

The government is taking stern 
measures against those that refuse to 
cooperate. One IocrI authority ex- 
ceeded its £33.8 million budget by 
£430,000 (1.3 per cent) ana was 
promptly fined £200,000 and ordered 
to pay the fine and the deficit from next 
year's budget. The elected board 
members arc considering selling two 
schools to make ends meet, since the 
situation is still getting worse.

Sir - Any classroom practices which 
are to offer pupils hope for socially 
valuable and liberating learning must 
start from where the pupils are, but it 
would be irresponsible for a teacher to 
ignore what is publicly accountable as 
knowledge: 

A curriculum which failed to 
introduce pupils in a critical way to 
what counts as knowledge in a free and 
democratic society would leave them 
unfit to act in that same society so as to 
attain more control over the conditions 
under which they will live and work 
and leave them open to dominance 
through the media - and equally 
important, through their own beliefs - 
about the inadequacy of their own 
thinking and their powerlessness to 
change things. 

As English remains ihe mother 
tongue of the United Kingdom the 
ability to master this language is a basic 
educational requirement and, together 
with numeracy, must take precedence 
in the curriculum of a primary and 
middle school. 

Mr Honeyford's curriculum has 
shown this importance and indicates 
his respect both for learning and his 
pupils, regardless of ethnic origin. His 
suspension shows that he is the viciim 
of ethnocentrism and political 
opportunism. 

Until last year when both internal 
and external political pressures inter- 
vened Drummond middle school and I 
its traditional disciplined approach was 
well subscribed. 

Within a democracy such as our own 
all interests have some claim to be 
heard and taken into account in the 
fonnulation of a public policy. Mt 
H oneyford appears to have acted out- 
side the current orthodoxy of pluralism 
with its underlying positive discrimina- 
tion and cultural relativism. 

He is also apparently guilty of the 
belief, exemplified in his curriculum, 
that there is a unitary approach to 
multicultural education which sets its 
face against the relativism of know- 
ledge, understanding and vnlucs, and 
thus against educational separatism.

I t Is a familiar picture at 4 pm in many schools: 
Mr A is answering questions from one of his 
pupils or changing into football gear, ready 
for his nightly stint as team coach, or clearing 
the hall In preparation for the umpteenth rehear- 
sal for the school play.

As far as parents arc concerned, private 
tuition, for those who can afford it. is an entirely 
satisfactory way of supplementing a child s educa- 
tional diet. In most coses, success can be virtually 
guaranteed, for three distinct reasons.

Their only real sanction, rarely used, is to sack 
the erring tutor. However, if he or she is any good

Agencies are terrified of being cut out in inis 
way. One in its literature to parents warns. “All 
our teachers have signed an undertnkingthal they 
will not make their own fee arrangements with the 
students. Please do not embarrass our teachers by 
asking them to modify the above arrangements 
The same agency collects commission from work 
introduced by existing tutees - in other words,

Pl One abiding problem agencies have is checking 
the credentials and suitability of tutors. Most are 
less than exhaustive in their checking. Potential 
tutors are usually asked to submit a written 
application including their qualifications, and 
sometimes the names of referees. References are 
rarely checked, however. In the case of full-time 
teachers, at least, most don’t want the most 
obvious referees - their schools -to know they re 

tU Agencies freely admit that most interviewing 
takes place on the phone. Most tutors never meet 
their agencies Face to face. One or two tutors said 
they have been asked to teach subjects they didn t 
feel themselves qualified in. ' 

Local education authorities take no steps to 
check on the efficiency of private tutorial agen- 
cies, nor does the Department of Education and 
Science or Her Majesty’s Inspectorate. 

Most agencies make it clear to tutors that they 
are responsible for their own tax affairs, and are 
self employed as far as the agencies are con- 

C *The Tutel Academic Resources Centre In 
London, run by Mr David King, does not describe 
Itself as an agency. It charges students or parents 
in advance and then pays the tutors, a process that 
has given rise to some complaints from tutors 
about delayed payments.

I n the computer industry at present there is a 1 
skills shortage. Estimates vary as to the extent 
of the problem or the level it may reach in the l 
future, but the shortfall in computer pro - 1 
*rammers and systems analysis is expected to be 
around 40.000 over the next five years. 

There arc fears in both industry and the i 
Government that the shortage wall adversely I 
affect economic development, leaving the coun- 
try vulnerable to high levels of computer imports 
and uncompetitive in world markets. Concern is 
such that on Budget Day this year .the Prime ] 

Minister wrote to the heads of 30 compart 
involved in information technology to canvass 
opinion on ways to resolve the situation. 

This current lack of suitable manpower occurs 
five years after the Government embarked upon 
its policy of putting a micro computer in every 
school - a policy which was to equip school 
leavers for a future working with computers. 

Faced with escalating youth unemployment 
alongside a continuing skills shortage ^ would 
appear that something has gone wrong. If jobs 
exist for which school-leavers are not qrthfed 
then the Government’s dream of every child 
computer programmer" has so for failed. 

Speaking as someone already in the comput 
industry, the reason for the failure » clear. What 
we need, in common with every other industry 
and profession, is people with a dcwntalWound 
education, not just training in one

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I n 1983, when the Secretary of State required 
the GCE boards to devise a common core 
for A level, the working party on English 
could agree an only one thing that was not 
vague and general: that at least one play by 
Shakespeare must be studied. Shakespeare's 
indisputable genius would seem to guarantee a 
whole structure of literature- As Professor Derek 
Brewer of Cambridge has recently written, in n 
new magazine apparently designed to plug En- 
glish as bh international language and culture, 
there are “many authors self-evidently of major 
importance, but the outstanding author is 
Shakespeare. The Englishness of English litera- 
ture depends greatly on him"; he' is “our Mount 
Everest". In fact, so great now is the dispersal of 
writing studied for GCE literature examinations 
that the concept “Literature” is not only defined in 
relation to Shakespeare: it is difficult to see. what 
specific content Literature would have without 
him. The plays constitute the unquestionable 
“core" literary experience which keeps the ex- 
amination in touch with its traditional rationale. 

It is, time to consider, not whether Shakespeare is 
indeed- a “great" writer, but what kinds of 
attitudes towards writing and the world are being 
promoted through the study of his work. 1 suggest 
that these ore conservative, in almost every sense 
of the word. 

First, GCE questions appeal repeatedly to 
supposedly . absolute values (supposedly 
Shakespeare's values, of course). “Beginning 
with a consideration of the following passage, 
discuss Shakespeare’s presentation of Goodness 
in Macbetlt" (all the questions quoted here were 
set in 1983).

Bolter is primarily concerned with 
what the computer can reveal of 
ourselves and our world, but he is at 
pains td show that it is part of a 
Eontinuous metaphorical process. In 
every age, he argues, some concrete 
aspect of technology has 


SCSedlhe way huninns have viewed 
themselves and ihcir surroundings. 
For the Greeks, the world was one of 
spatial relations: geometry, literally 
“earth measurement", was born in the 
outward form of Greek pottery and 
architecture. The Greek view of soci- 
ety and the individual was likewise one 
which stressed the relationship of the 
i member to society in spatial 
metaphors. The arrival of the mccha- 
' n/cal clock in the Middle Ages led to 
new concepts of time and non-snutiai 
rhythm, and the ensuing metuphor pi 
1 th& clock as miniature universe com- 


plemented the scientific theories of 
Copernicus, Kepler, Galileo, and 
Newton, as well as the mechanist 
philosophies of Descartes, Huygens, 
and Leibniz. In its turn, 19th-century 
steam technology paralleled the grow- 
ing concept of man as physical super- 
man. The establishment of uniformly 
clocked time and predictable motion 
through spnee (specifically as ordained 
by the timetables of the railway and 
steamship companies! became a part 
of the social metaphor which later 
underlay the popular impact of Ein- 
stein’s relativity theories. Now. in the 
Inner half of the 20th century, man s 
self-perception is once again being 
significantly altered - this time by the 
computer. . ... 

Each of these mechanical inventions 
or discoveries is what Bolter calls a 
“defining" technology; that is, a tech- 
nology which becomes part of popular 
metaphor, and is used as a means of 
understanding ourselves, our society, 
and the limits of our universe. We have 
no way of knowing which develop- 
ments and inventions will be taken up 
by the collective imagination in this 
way: Bolter believes that traditionally 
poets and philu jphers are the first to 
make the connection. Actually, there is 
no need at all to suppose that technolo- 
gy must invariably precede metaphor: 
Whitman’s line “Once I pass’d through 
a populous city imprinting my brain tor 
future use" was written nearly a cen- 
tury before the invention of electronic 
computer memory. . 

Bolter’s book is stunningly wide- 
ranging. from past technologies to the 
most intimate details of modern com- 
puter mechanics; and there is a fine 
glossary and annotated bibliography. 
He is particularly coherent and in- 
’ foresting on computer languages and 
artificial intelligence (AI), where he 
argues that the term “synthetic intelli- 
gence” (ic synthesis of human and 
computer) would be preferable. I do 
have several small quibbles, however. 


clear explanation of an alphabetization 
program) of “smallest” to mean 
"alphabetically first", which may 
somewhat confuse any non-mathema- 
lical render. Also. Bolter describes the 
expression “science and technology 
as a hendiadys, which doesn't square 
with my understanding of this rather 
obscure rhetorical term.

One. sup- 
posedly showing the workings or a 
medieval verge el foliot clock escape- 
ment . is so crudely drawn that it would 
have been better omitted. Two illus- 
trations include indicator letters which 
are not explained in their captions. 
Some lines of a sentence-writing algor- 
ithm are omitted. Fortunately, none of 
these hinder enjoyment or under- 
standing of the main text, which 1 
found quite gripping and well within 
the grasp of a non -technical reader. 
Undoubtedly. Turing's Man deserves 
a review five times the length of this 

“Both Bolter and Sherry Turkle’s 
books touch on the personality of the 
“hacker", the compulsive programmer 
whom Joseph Weizenbaum, in his 
excellent Computer rower and Human 
Reason, illuminatiiigly compares to a 
gambling addict. Bolter sketches the 
symptoms deftly: 

The hacker spends hours at the 
console refining programs that have

ence, of searching for solutions that 
are both correct and elegant. Ulti- 
mately. Boiler points out, computer 
programmers arc driven by the same 
desires as arc engineers: 

. . .to work their materials and their 
own skills as designers to the limits 
of performance . . . We see the 
syndrome in the design of new 
military aircraft, with each new 
plane vastly and often unnecessarily 
more complex than the last, and so 
prone to endless new failures. Such 
engineering is the latest expression 
of the same mode of thought that led 
architects in the Middle Ages to 
push the vaults of their cathedrals 
ever higher, until they Tell. But the 
results have by no means always 
been negative, tor this same striving 
has brought about the real technolo- 
gical progress of the past two hun- 
dred years in Europe and North 
■' America. 

Although there is some overlap 
between Bolter and Tuikle s books. 
Turkic's is specifically about the “sub- 
jective ” computer, and her approach 
is. in her description, ethnographic, 
based on observation of over 41X1 
adults and children. She has persuasive 
ideas about Why the hacker s world is a 
virtually all-male preserve. The prog- 
rammer’s “preoccupntion with win- 
ning and of subjecting oneself to 
increasingly violent tests makes this a 
world peculiarly male in spirit, she 
feels. “There is. too, a flight from 
relationship with people to rela- 
tionship with the machine- a defensive 
manoeuvre more common to men than 
to women. The computer that is the 
partner in this relationship offers a 
particularly seductive refuge to some- 
one who is hnving trouble dealing with 

pc X e 5i , the nub of a real problem, 
one which many parents and spouses 
know only too well from personal 
experience. Computers may have a 


posltivc-to-neutral effect on most peo- 
ple. but they can leave others tn a 

social and psychological mess/ ' For 

adults as well as children , Turkle 
observes, "they offer companionship 
without the mutuality and complexity 
oF a human relationship, they seduce 

because they provide a chance to be in 
complete control, but they c»n trap 
people into an infatuation with con- 
trol , with building one’s own private 
world". This, by the way, explains the 
popularity, particularly among adoles- 
cent hackers, of games such as 
Dungeons and Dragons, which Turkle 
sees as “highly-structured social en- 
counters for people who need and yet 
fcaT personal intimacy”. 

Turkle isolates three stages in chil- 
dren's relations with computers (in- 
cluding electronic games). Pre-school 
children are mainly concerned with 
whether a computer is alive or not; 
their chief question about U is essen- 
tially metaphysical: “What is it? 
Young schoolchildren shift the emph- 
asis to the question of mastery: “What 
can 1 make it do?" Adolescents main 
concern is one of self-identity: "What 
does it reveal about me?" _

In McArthur’s view there’s more or 
less no speaker of English who won‘1 
enjoy ET. More conservatively. 
CUP's publicity director Paul Clifford 
is looking for 5.1UKJ subscribers by the 
end of the first year and ‘‘lens of 
thousands in three to five years”. He's 
also looking for a “truly international 
readership, and already the maga- 
zine's largest group of subscribers 
comes from the USA - which is why 
the magazine wns designed to be 
attractive to an American reader. 

At a time when all other publishers 
arc seeking specialist markets which 
require their own publications, why 
is this magazine trying to be all 
things for all people? Well, the pre- 
sence of David Crystal is obvious. 
Professor of Linguistic Science at 
Reading University, he has been in- 
terested in the idea of such a magazine 
for good few years, and there is no 
doubt that he is also a good populnnz- 
er. He is also ETs consulting editor, so 
that perhaps excuses his regular 
appearances on the first issue s pages. 

However, the issue is top-heavy with 
other academics: Professor Richnrd W 
Bailey (“The Idea of World English ), 
Dr Jenny Cheshire. Dr Derek Brewer 
(“How English is English Litera- 
ture?”). all Have long features. Dr 
Cheshire’s piece on masculine bias In 
language is the most interesting -and 
has caused the greatest reader re- 
sponse - though it docsn t go far 
enough. Still. As Tom McArthur says, 
“the contributors for ET ! were flying 


blind". The magazine is certainly read- 
able: “wc very much admire History 
Todav. but don’i wnnt to be ns 
academic”. History Today took one 
decision, though, which ! think ET 
would have been wise to copy: it made 
a policy not to puhlish photographs of 
its contributors. This is not to eom- 
menl on the beauty or lack of it of the 
writers; the point is rather that mug 
shots are a little dull. Still, it s not the 
easiest thing to illustrate a magazine on 
language and ET needs pictures be- 
cause the basic design isn l visually 

exciting. . . 

The overall impression is that the 

magazine is very bitty, but that it is 
thankfully free of petulant articles 
prescribing the proper use of “that 
and “which", and condemning the use 
of “hopefully”, the chestnuts of most 
language columns in newspapers. The 
identity of the different columns 
(handling such things as newer words, 
interviews, special varieties of English j 
such as computerese, and even puz- | 
zlcs. and a crossword set by Frank 
Palmer) will emerge over the coming 
months. Already Tom McArthur sees 
that there Is going to be a far higher 
reader participation than he hud hoped 
for, This had caused them to shorten 
the main features to make space for 
readers' contributions. 

In the meantime, for those who 
missed the first issue, you may care to 
know that vou arc surely □ “drumblc

Cold comfort 


Jill Burrows on the bleak prospects for 
Colchester’s Mercury Theatre 



Along with 24 other regional theatres, 
Colchester's Mercury has been told its 
Arts Council grant for next year is 
being frozen. With the increase in the 
costs of labour and materials running 
above the inflation rate, this effective- 
ly means a cut of around 7 pe r cen t . At 
the best of limes average attendances 
are unlikely to be much above 80 per 
cent and even then half the theatre s 
income must be found from elsewhere. 
Nationally, attendances were particu- 
larly depressed in the second half oi 
1984 and two-thirds of theatres are 
carrying considerable deficits. A grant 
increase in line with inflation would 
have caused problem enough.

Gillian Macdonald on the Government’s proposals to legalize educational recording of 'all broadcast material’

T he Government has written a 
Green Paper on copyright and 
recording which, if it is allowed 
ta become law, will be a major 
step for education. Comments on it 
have to teach the Department of Trade 
and Industry by April 30. 

If the proposals in this document are 
allowed to go through, teachers will be 
entitled to record all television and 
radio programmes off air. They will be 
allowed to keep libraries of those 
broadcast programmes for as long as 
they like ana use them In class in 
whatever manner they wish. In other 
words, they will he given everything 
they have ever wanted from the copy- 
right law on off-air recording, in 
exchange forpayment of a (maximum) 
five percent levy on blank video tapes 
and IQ per cent on audio tapes. 

That is. if the Green Paper is 
allowed to become law. Many teachers 
fear that this is too good to be true - 
teachers who for years have protested 
that they are unable to do their jobs 
properly so long as It Is illegal for them 
to recant general programmes off nir. 
These include a large number of 
teachers, at schools and universities, 
who need to discuss and annlyse the 

E resentation of different issues raised 
y news and current affairs program- 
mes, soap opera, drama, light enter- 
tainment - anything, particularly on 
television, which is not covered by 
existing licences to record “education- 
al” programmes; it includes the prim- 
ary teacher who wants to show her 
pupils an exciting wildlife programme 
that went out on Sunday evening or a 
science teacher who wishes to discuss 
an experiment in Horizon. 

It is the off-air aspects of this Paper 
that are particularly important. 
Teachers are already allowed to copy

“No. I don't call myself a potter 
although everything I do is pot-sized.” 
Helen Ventress was not pretentious 
and so u ceramicist“ did not fit either 
and the androgynous "craftsperson in 
clay” was out or the question.

The children, the 11 to 16-yrar-olds 
of Rawtliorpe Comprehensive School, 
Huddersfield, impressed Ms Ventress, 
resident dayperson in Rawthorpe's art 
department, as “nice and very direct”. 
Ms Ventress was at Rawtliorpe this 
term under the auspices of the York- 
shire Arts Association's craftspeople 
in schools scheme. She had her own 


working space in the school's pottery. 

“Do you ever make proper 1 pots?” 
asked the children. What. she was 
doing was making pot-sized objects in 
day with highly-decorated surfaces. 
Sometimes these would be pyramid 
shaped, sometimes like the nulls of 
boats. When the children were shown 
that the pyramids had lids and could 
therefore be described as “boxes", 
they were happy. Ms Ventress would 
ask them about ornaments or precious 
or prized objects they had at home, 
ana she was generally able to convey 
the point that a lot of what we value is 
otherwise useless. 

The school's pottery, and art in 


general, is lively and very popular as an 
examination subject and the tempor- 
ary addition of a professional crafts- 
woman was complementary to work 
that was already thriving. 

Ms Ventress's particular interests 
are in surface decoration, in sgraffito , 
slip trailing and painting with coloured 
slips. The existing pottery tuition at 
Rawthorpc was technique and con- 
struction-orientated and so these were 
a useful addition.

T hanks to the Department of 
Trade nnd Industry initisiuve 
and the work of the Microclcc- 
tonics Education Programme, 
at least one microcomputer can be 
found in every school in Britain, and 
some software to go with it. In-scrvicc 
courses run by the MEP have ensured 
that at least one member of staff can 
use that microcomputer. Yet. for a 
variety of reasons, educational com- 
mi tine does not seem to hove taken off 
in many primary or secondary schools. 

A number of causes have been 
suggested. Some blame the dearth of 




of hardware; cynics blame the tenden- 
cies of institutions towards inertia; 
realists blame the use of tapes and tape 
recordere. Our view is that all these are 
features of one general mistake - the 
lack of an exploratory, systematic 
approach which is now followed, but 
has been learnt the hard way, by 
industry. 

Computers did not become attrac- 
tive to commercial concerns until the 
mid to late 1950's, although they were 
available and used in specialized areas 
from the 1940's. This was mainly 
because the invention of higher lcve 
programming languages and helpful 
operating systems made the hardware 
easier to use for more general purpose 
computing. Large and more nf fluent 
concerns, wanting to gain commercial 
advantage over competitors, began to 
buy these very expensive computers, 
fn the 1950‘s and 60's these orgunizn- 



fn the 1950's and 60's these organiza- 
tions implemented free-standing soft- 
ware systems such as payroll onu sales 
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ledger. (Free-standing here menns that 
each system was designed and im- 
plemented as a self-contained system.) 

The computer whs being used to 
replace a “manual" activity with the 


computer system would be “grafted ' 
on to the existing organization. Little 
thought was given lo tho implications 
for the overall organization, the struc- 
ture and relationships between the 
separate Functions, mid the people 
within them. 

The overall effect was to produce 
fragmented information processing 
systems. That is, indivkluul systems 
which were not cnpnble of communi- 
cating easily with eiich other. The 
realization that this wns happening 
caused .workers In the computing in- 
dustry to devise methods lo cure or 
prevent it. Tills led to an "integrated 
approach to system development, do- 
sfaning the links bctwcop systems and 
thinking about tho wider Implications 
of an individual system.

South Bristol Technical College has 
been examining the replacement or 
augmentation of its present printing 
facility with a plain paper copier. The 
college produces approximately one 
million copies a year, equivalent to an 
average of 83,000 a month, with peaks 
and troughs coinciding with beginnings 
of terms and holidays. 

The print room at present uses offset 


2,500 and 3,000 per hour) and the 
copies produced arc more expensive 
(between fl.5p and 0.85p per copy). 

In our survey of the plain paper 
ropier market we found that only three 
companies sell "giant” plain paper 
copiers that could reliably produce in 
excess of a million copies per year. 
They arc Rank Xerox. Kodak, and 
IBM. The capital cost of these 
machines however is £2U,IMJ plus, 
which puts them out of the range of 
many institutions, nnd renting is in 


excess of £3,000 per annum, excluding 
copying. This will also be beyond most 
budgets. 


the course of a five-day working week 
needs about six hours* cleaning and 
servicing by the operator. The prepa- 
ration of the masters from which the 
copies are made is n relatively lengthly 
process. However, offset does run at 
high speed (approximately 10,000 per 
hour) and is cheap at about 0.3p per 
ropy, excluding paper. 

Plain paper copying requires no tech- 1 
nical skill, no making of masters and 
no weekly routine maintenance by the 
operator. That leaves more time avail- 
able during the week for copying. 
However, plain paper copiers operate, 
at relatively slow speeds (between: 


The mid-range of plain paper 
copiers that arc now arriving on the 
market do, however, have the capacity 
to handle a volume approaching one 
million per year, ana the potential 
buyer is faced with a number of 
technical options.

K - 1 Copy Speed. The actual Copies pro- 

; | duced by the machines examined 
ranged between 46 and 50 per minute. 
Most machines take some three to five 
minutes to warm up at the beginning of 
a working day or following an ex- 
tended period of being switched off 
Paper Selection. Smaller photoco- 
piers allow different paper sizes to be 
used, eg A4 or A3, but require the 
changing of paper trays, The mid- 
range machines we tested often have 
different paper sizes available at the 
touch of a button, with the paper being 


stored either in the machine or in a 
series of on-line trays 

Automatic Duplexing, Some 
machines will automatically print on 
hotli sides of the purer (auto duplex- 
ing). This significantly reduces produc- 
(ion lime if large amounts of duplexing 
is to be done 6 

Document Feeder. The original 
document which is to he copied may be 
placed directly on the glass top of the 
machine (platen) or fed in to the 
machine cither automatically or semi- 
automatical fy. Automatic Document 
Feeds (ADPs) should take an original 
front a stack, make the required num- 
ber of copies and then automatically 
select the next. This should allow the 
operator to leave the machine to 
complete the job. A semi-automatic 
document feed or stream feed requires 
each original to he fed into the side of 
the machine. On most machines tbt 
document feeders come as optional 
extras. 

Collators. When producing copies 
from more than one original, it maybe 
useful cither to stack (arrange the 
copies from one document into one 
pile, others into a second pile and so 
on) or to sort copies (arrange the 
copies sequentially ns in the pages of a 
book). Both these functions can be 
achieved by having a collator attached 
to the ropier. When used in conjunc- 
tion with an ADF, productivity in the 
print room can be substantially in- 
creased. The collator also usually 
comes as on optional extra.

100 old cameras have been received 
and some of the photographs on 
display at Olympia will have been shot 
on equipment which many people 
regard as outdated. 

In recent years there has been so 
much new technology oil oFfer for still 
ohoiographcrs, that cupboards and 
drawers m homes around the country 
have been full to the brim witli yester- 
day's novellies. Some serious photo- l 
araohers firmly believe that new is not 
necessarily better and The Photogra- 
nhy for the Disabled scheme is benefit- 
ing from a crazy race towards over- 
sophistication. Bccnusc modern 
cameras need virtually no adjustment, 
it has become too easy to shoot film 
and this can lower artislic standards, 
they argue. Whatever the rights and 
wrongs of this argument, the technolo- 
gy now available in modern cameras, 
oi even relatively low costs, is ex- 
traordinarily sophisticated. 

Albert Einstein , of Relativity 
Theory fame, was one of the first 
people to try and automate the film 
camera. In 1935 Einstein patented a 
camera with a photo electric cell that 
picked up light from the scene to be 
photographed. The electric output 
from the cell moved a celluloid stnp 
across the lens. At one end the stop 
was fully transparent and at the other 
end opaque, with a smooth neutral 
density transition Inbctween. The 
more light the photo cell sensed, the 
further it moved the strip nnd the more 
light through the lens was blocked. 

This is the basis of modern automa- 
tic exposure control. But in today s 
cameras, the photo cell adjusts an iris 
diaphragm inside the lens, or the speed 
of the shutter, or a combination of the 
two. Simple cameras lake a single 
overall reading of all the light reflected

from the scene to be photographed. 
More modem cameras use spot meter- 
ing. The photo cell Is focussed on a 
selected spot area of the scene and 
reads just that point of light. Some- 
times several different spot measure- 
ments arc made, and the individual 
rendouts averaged by a computer in- 
side the camera. 

With an overall single reading, of all 
the light from a scene , exposure will be 
correct if the whole scene is lit in the 
same way. If any part of the scene is in 
shade, or very brightly lit, it will need 
more or less than the average setting. 
This matters if, for instance, the oddly 
lit area is a face or detail which is 
important lo the picture. By taking a 
spot reading on the important area, 
and then averaging it against other 
ports of the scene, the camera can set a 
compromise exposure value which 
captures detail where it matters, and 
sacrifices some detail in areas where it 
matters less. 

The latest, and most expensive 
Olympus camera gives the photo- 
grapher a wide range of averaging 
options. In fact cameras like this, 
because their automation is so soph- 
isticated, need skill to operate. The 
photographer must choose which auto- 
mateu option Is best for the shot in 
hand. 

Automatic focussing is now a stan- 
dard feature bn nuny cameras, and is- 
also not a new idea. Early auto focus 
cameras worked by a clumsy pendu- 
lum system. The idea was that when a 
photographer pointed the camera at 
the face of a subject, the angle of tilt, as 
sensed by a pendulum inside the 
camera, would give some indication of 
the distance. At close range a camera is 
horizontal If it points straight at the 
subject’s face; at longer distance the 


camera points down slightly. But the 
idea was a disaster in practice because 
it only worked on fiat ground and 
assumed that all photographers and 
their subjects were of exactly the same 
height. 

Out of this failure came various 
successes:- seven quite different auto 
focus technologies have emerged. 
Polaroid developed a sonar or echo 
ranging system which is used in Polar- 
oid instant picture cameras. A minia- 
ture microphone emits bursts of ultra 
sound, which are of a frequency to high 
to be heard by humans. 

These bursts last only one 
thousandth of a second each and are a 



carefully chosen mixture of frequen- 
cies, so that the system Is not confused 
by stray ultra sound in the area. As the 
sound pulse is emitted an electric clock 
inside the camera starts counting and 
the miniature ultrasonic loudspeaker 
switches function to become a minia- 
ture ultra sonic microphone. 

It picks up any sound which is 
reflected from the subject to be photo- 
. graphed and the clock registers the 
time when the reflection arrives. This 
gives a telltale of the subject distance. 
The camera lens is then moved, almost 
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is out of focus, the sensor registers that 
the tiny images are too close or too far 
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instantaneously, to a position which 
matches the distance travelled by the 
reflective sound. The image on film is 
thus automatically focussed. The sys- 
tem has the advantage that it works in 
the dark, but it can be fooled, for 
instance if an attempt is mada to shoot 
through wire fencing or glass. 

The other approaches are optical. 
One idea, usually incorporated in 
budget cameras, copies the way hu- 
mans see with their two eyes. Two 
range finder lenses on the front of the 
camera project a pair of images onto a 
light sensitive chip inside the camera. 

A mirror is pivoted under sprvo con- 
trol until the two images are brought 
into exact coincidence. In practice this 
is when there is maximum contrast, in 
the image. At the same time the 
camera Tens moves to adjust focus. 
-This type of simple - system can be 
easily fooled. It may mistake dose 
white or grey objects for distant sky 
and focus in error on Infinity. a 
Some other cameras have an infra- 
red light source spaced apart from an 
infra-red sensor. The source produces 
a pencil beam of invisible infra-red | 
light which is scanned like a search 
light across the scene to be photo- 
graphed. When the sensor picks up a 


drives a gear train which turns a 
focusing ring on the lens. As the lens 
turns, and the focus adjusts, the two 
Split images on the sensor move. When 




the - motor stops turning because the 
main lens is now in focus. 

The latest Minolta camera, the mod- 
el 7000, claims to be “the world's most 
advanced" and able to make owners 
“as pieture perfect as the most sea- 
soned professional". The Mlnoha700Q 
certainly contains some Interesting 
technology, but there is some impor- 
tant small print to be read in (lie 
advertisements. In daylight the camera 
focusses by the split image technique. 
There is a small motor built into the 
camera body which drives a gear train 
to turn the focussing ring on the main 
lens. Tills mdtor runs at four speeds, 
ranging from fast when the lens is 
seriously out of focus down to very 
slow when it requires only fine adjust- 
ment. and as the split image on the 
sensor approaches optimum spacing. 

Normally split image focussing sys- 
tems like this can only work in day- 
light. The Minolta 700Q performs the 
apparently impossible trick of focus- 
sing in the dark by emitting a burst of 
infra-red light and imaging it on the 
I sensor through the main lens and 
splitter. The infra-red light is chosen to 
l have a wavelength close to visible

Classroom Photography provides a 
blueprint for a potentially highly sti- 
mulating and radical approach to 
teaching the subject in primary 
schools. 

Coming from the company responsi- 
ble for the Ilford Manual of Photogrti- 
p/iv. one of the standard reference 
works on photographic materials and 
darkroom techniques, the present 
work, also described as u ‘'manual", is 
a totally different u flair. Its subtitle - 
"A Complete. Simple Guide To Mak- 
ing Photographs In A Classroom With- 
out A Camera Or Darkroom" - snvs it 
all. A camera, or at least, a shoebox 
with a pinhole at one end. makes its 
first appearance on page 149. nml 
conventional photography with a 
camera and film is discussed in ir 
one-page pus (script- as "The Next 
Step . 

This is very definitely not u book 
about how to take better pictures, but. 
as Ilford research fellow, Christine 
Bailey, writes in her foreword, “un 
exploration into the use uf light- 
sensitive materials. ” Its uini is to give 
children an understanding of the pro- 
perties of photographic papers, fixer 
anti developers, and or light Itself, 
through a scries of practical experi- 
ments. It niso suggests an innovative 
approach to science teaching, using 
simple photographic techniques .to 
illustrate and record some af the most 
basic laws and properties of light . heat, 
liquids and solids. 

The experiments are arranged in 
two sections: "First Steps" pud" More 
Ideas”,. ]fouT djstjnct techniques are

described jn detail: “sun pictures", 
using onl/namrul sunlight to print the 
images of various objets irottrts on to 
paper, then fixing: “chemogranis”, 
using developer nnd/or fixer like ink to 
paint designs directly onto the pnner, 
and explore the iighi-durk . ciiecis 
which result; ,, photograms , \ the most 
familiar technique for printing the 


shapes and shadows of objects directly 
on to paper; and. most fascinatingly, 
“photo-batik ”, using skin cream to 
mask selected areas of the paper from 
the effects of either chemical.

• Despite its dear bias towards sclen- 
i ce teaching, there is much here to 
interest art teachers, especially those 
[ previously shying away from photogra- 

phy for lack of funds/faciiities/personal 
expertise. One fascinating aspect of 


the work - the crcntion of n strungc. 
muted palette uf colours on black-and- 
white paper, by the careful mixing of 
fixer ana developer on paper, is only 
flectingly referred to in the text ami 
could be the basis for hours tif experi- 
mentation. 

The rather dry, laboratory-manual 
organization of the text (Objective, 
Method, Items Needed, etc) is nicely 
offset by an abundance of illustrations. 
These are almost all examples of work 
by children from three primary schools 
in England and also from the Ilford- 
sponsored Centre of Didactic Photo- 
graphy in Italy. Most of the pictures 
are Interesting. Some, like the pinhulc- 
canicra view of the duomo in Milan, 
are splendidly ceric, and one or two of 
the photn/hutik prints arc genuinely 
beautiful. 

Perhaps the chief strength of this 
manual is Carol Collcdgc’s extremely 
practical approach. She has clearly 
worked through these ideas with 
groups of primary school children, and 
devotes a fair omount or space to 
reassuring teachers about the safely 
aspects (Tn fact, basic monochrome 
photochcmiculs arc pretty innocuous), 
and the relative case with which most 
of them can be set up. 

Inevitably, being a sponsored pro- 
duction, every opportunity to mention 
Ilford paper ana chemicals is taken. 
But Ms Colledge docs not fail to point 
teachers towards the back pages of 
popular photo-magazines, where 
advertisements for dirt-cheap, usually 
unbranded and out-of-date photo- 
graphic paper and chemicals are to be 
found. For many of the experiments, 
exhausted chemicals arc actually re- 
commended; and the manual could 
almost he subtitled “umpteen uses for 
fogged photo-paper". 

My one criticism of the hnok is its 
slightly exaggerated use of the “manu- 
al format. All those sections and 
sub-sections, the inevitable lengthy 
introduction complete with a -whole 
spread on “how to use this manual”, 
and the elaborate graphic symbols, 
seem a mite unnecessary. Simply more 
pages to turn before reaching what is.

A new impetus has been given to 
photography this temi by the 
introduction of a City and 
Guilds qualification far non- 
professional photographers. 

Throughout the past year, n small 
team led by an over-enthusiastic Frank 
Mnwkins, HM1, hns been putting 
together mi exuminations scheme 
which should uppeal to nil photo- 
graphers. young ami old, who are 
anxious to improve their grasp of 
photography. It is open tp youth- 
groups, camera clubs, teachers’ cen- 
tres and colleges of further and adult 
education, and will provide an oppor- 
tunity to study n wide variety of 
photographic uspccts on a flexible, 
short course, modular basis. 

The scheme is designed mainly for 
nmatcur photographers, though, af 
course, it would also cater for profes- 
sionals who may use photography in 
the course of their work, and wish to 
learn or polish up their technique. ■ 
Each module hus been designed to 
provide a single course leading to an 
examination and the award of a certifi- 
cate, or it may be combined with other 
modules to provide a mure integrated 
course leading to a Grouped Course 
certificate. The modules may be taken 
in any order, though the content of 
some may pre-suppose familiarity with 
the others. 

At present six modules are being 
offered: starling photography; portrai- 
ture; introduction to black and while

Every effort has been' made to 
devise modules which will clearly meet 
the needs of prospective course mem- 
bers. Each syllabus slates exactly what 
the photographer should be able to da 
and know at the end of the session's, 
and provides ample notes of guidance.

The Arts Council's policy towards 
education in general , and photography 
in education in particular, nas'been in a 
fluid state for the past four years. 
There Is now a clear policy to discri- 
minate in favour of projects which arc 
“explicitly cducationar. The result 
should be a conspicuous increase in the 
participation of independent photo- 
graphers in schools and colleges. 

Underlining its new commitment to 

E liotography m education, the Council 
as, within the last month, published a 
144-pagc report on the subject; and 
mounted a conference for 13(1 photo- 
graphers, gallery workers, educators 
and administrators to discuss its find- 


ings and implications. 

The report - Independent Photogra- 
phy and Photography In Education is 
the product of four years research by 
film? vldco/phot ogra phv teacher and 
writer Jim Hornsby. Overall, it pre- 
sents a compelling case for the value of 
collaboration between professional, 
but non-commercial documentary and ! 
“fine an" photographers and the 
education system, 8t whatever level. It 
finds Itself strongly in accord with the 
Arts Council’s current education- 
oriented funding policy. 

But - as Jim Hornsby made abun- 
dantly clear in his introductory address 
to the conference - the area is as 
complex and as beset by problems us is 
education itself, 

At the heart of the report are 18 
concisely-written case histories, rang- 
ing from the three-day placement ofa 
photographer in a primary school, to 
three-year residencies in polytechnics, 
and to community-based projects. The 
work of established photography cen- 
tres, such as the Side Gallery in 
Newcastle, the Cambridge Darkroom, 


School In London, covering the past 
seven years, Is appraised. 

Generally, even the least successful 
projects are found to have contributed 
something- to the participating photo- 
graphers’ own work, to the children or 
students involved, and to the life of the 
school or college. In the best cases, the 
joint venture achieves a magic which 
permeates throughout the curriculum 
and even into the local commu nity and 
becomes a catalyst for a range of other 
activities. 

Often, It seems, this has happened 
despite, rather than because of, the 
intervention of administrators, educa- 
tional or artistic. Jim Hornsby distilled 
the problems he had encountered into 
five areas: 

• The persistence of damaging 
stereotypes of independent photo- 
graphers as dangerous subversives, 
extremists, anarchists, etc, etc; 

• The impenetrability of the school 
community, with its timetables and 
Implicit subject hierarchies; 

• The artificial host-guest rela-

• The artificial host-guest rela- ! 
tionship in which photographers are 
often placed, where administrators 
think it more important to match 
personalities than to define aims; 

• Hie lack of continuity which is the 
inevitable result of brief residencies, 
lack of an overall strategy, and paucity 
of resources to provide follow-up in 
local centres; 

• At the root of most problems, the 
perennial one - money. 

Jim Hornsby’s basically optimistic 
thesis and his approval of the Arts 
Council approach, did not go unchal- 

. ^e first cry of dissent come from 
Sue Davis, director of London’s 
Photographers’ Gallery. Education, 
she said, was being offered a wealth of 
creative talent from the independent 


photography sector, and it wasn't 
responding ..It was being offered cheap 
labour, and it wasn’t interested.! 

This view became known as the 
“photographic mercenaries" issue and 
resurfaced frequently; It was not re- 
solved. and probably never will be. It 
could probably be put into Jim Horn- 
by’s “damaging stereotypes” category 
- the school as the philistine exploiter 
of cheap labour - and like most 
stereotypes, has & grain of truth in it 
‘ somewhere. 

The second main speaker. ILEA’s 
Art Inspector Norman Binch. gave the 
progressive local authority version, 
with a few surprises. His main theme 
was that rapid change in educational 
structures, whether or not welcome in 
Itself, would create hew needs and 
opportunities for participation by in- 
dependent photographers. The new 
exams, GCSE ana CPVE: the "new” 
recognition of the needs of 16 to 19 
year olds; the trend to more open 
• further education Institutions; in each 
case, Mt Binch felt, the creative, 
critical photographer could inject a 
much needed interdisciplinary spirit. 

He admitted his own field, art and I 
design education, was so deeply 
addicted to practical work that it had 
ign ired theory and was bounded by a 
dangerously restrictive, Western 
European, elitist view of-thc world. 

He had been impressed by the 
power of photography as a tool in 
multicultural education, by the way it 


they would have to be able to synchro- 
nise with educational planners - that 
is, commit themselves to projects two 
years ahead. 

Which point, independent photo- 
graphers protested, was typical of the 
Catch 22 world in which they were 
being asked to function. How could a 
photography centre, whose very exist- 
ence was the subject of painful annual 
negotiations, and whose workers 


might depend for part of the year on 
the dole . be expected to make plans on 
equal terms with the relatively secure 
educational institutions? 


brought new images into the system, 
and by the way its practitioners en- 
couraged critical awareness of images, | 
But he also warned against what he 
saw as a “lack of seriousness” in the 
running of independent centres: they 
should be able to relate more closely to 
the needs of institutions and teachers, 
and the world outside. To achieve this. 


The third speaker. Independent 
photographer Maggie Murray, painted 
the bleakest picture. 

Her own experience as a member of 
photographers* agency. Format, 
where she was constantly being asked 
for Information on how to tram, con- 
vinced her there was a substantial 

G roblem. She had participated in 
eavily oversubscribed weekend 
courses for women interested in photo- 
graphy; she was painfully aware of the 
inadequacy of existing centres, howev- 
er well {mentioned, to meet it. 

Part of the Arts Council’s education 
policy statement of 1983 says: “Co- 
operation is a relatively simple concept 
wnen it is only a matter of linking 
facilities and resources. But proper 
collaboration can only come about 
through mutual understanding and 
I shared alms". 

I During the course of multiple semi- 
nar discussions of this statement. It 
became clear that "re lativoly simple” is 
not a useful phrase in any considera- 
tion of the ans-education maelstrom of 
1985. The air was thick with protest: 
that facilities and resources were arbit- 
rarily distributed, for example.

A suggestion that a list of the 
facilities offered by independent 
photography centres should be col- 
lated ana distributed to all schools was 
made several times over, simplistic as 
it might seem. 

The need for a somewhat firmer 
structure and clearer identity for the 
independent photography "sector" it- 
self was widely acknowledged. 

The Am Council and the network of 
autonomous regional arts associations 
are not the bodies to provide, or 
impose any such structure. It would 
have to come from within die indepen- 
dent photography sector, in the way 
pionering media studies teachers have 
provided themselves with n national 
organisation through SEFT. 

In fact, it was SEFT's national 
organizer Sean Cubitt who argued 
most cogently for such a structure for 
photographers. In his. and many other 
delegates opinion, photography could 
most usefully be nccommoda tea within 
an extended media studies approach, 
to be. called “media education". 

This was already the case in Scot- 
land. where media studies enjoys a 
more secure existence in the secondary 
school curriculum. Photography is stu- 
died as a medium in its own right, and 
used as a tool for greater understand- 
ing of film and TV. The fusion of 


practical darkroom work and theory - 
strongly advocated in the Hornsby 
report and throughout the conference 
- is not precluded in this model. 

However, there were photographic 
purists who argued for the separate 
existence of photography in education 
as, of course, it already is in many 
schools which offer the subject at CSE 
or GCE. This argument goes, that 
photographic skills, once learned, will 
enhance almost all other studies. 
Whether or not joint ventures should 
be subjected to assessment, and if so. 



how. was an important question hardly 
touched on. In his report, Jim Hornsby 
presents extremely fair, if subjective, 


assessments of the scheme he resear- 
ched. 

He also puls forward a serial theory 
of education, in which each lesson is 
anaiagous to an episode. In this view, 
the independent pliographer arrives as 
the provider of yet one more event, 
albeit an unfamiliar one. An event 
which will alter the perception of past 
events, and shape the experience of 
future events. 

Close as it is to the interventionist 
theory - the artist as the administrator 
of the short, sharp shock - it is 
probably also the most realistic one for 
photographers working in British 
schools now. But it makes assessment 
almost impossible except in the most 
subjective terms. On the other hand, it 
demands thorough and careful prepa- 
ration, and advance planning with 
teachers whose future work will be 
affected, even if only very subtly. 

One point is very clear. The old idea 
of the artist in residence - the planting 
of some hapless individual into a 
"cold" educational environment, and 
expecting spontaneous creative com- 
bustion to occur - is well and truly 
dead. 


Radiovision programmes are a good 
example) or it can he used creatively 
with pupils and teachers making their 
own sequences. 

Not only do pupils have to exercise 
their skills in expressing ideas to one 
another and to the teacher hut in 
choosing appropriate language to re- 
cord they wilt need to consider {poss- 
ibly Implicitly rather than explicitly) 
how effective different words or 
phrases arc for particular situations. 

If they arc portraying a story. Nicy 
will have opportunities to explore 
feelings when gelling "inside” particu- 
lar characters. If they arc presenting 
information, they will need to learn 
about the subject matter fairly thor- 
oughly in order to make mi effective 
presentation. There will often he 
opportunities for urt and craft in 
making "props” and it is easy to allow 
for creative music making and ex- 
perimenting with sounds. In addition, 
the process gives an insight into the 
"media", ic what is the effect on the 
viewers Interpretation of changing the 
order of the slides, using different 
words with the same slide, and using 
particular pieces of music with slides 
and/or words. 

Tape-slide can be a suitable activity 
for a very small group or even an 
individual, but with so many tasks to 
he carried out. it is not difficult to 
involve a whole class. 

Here are some hints which may help 
in producing tape-slide programmes, 
but do remember all “rules'* can be 
broken. . 

Any camera can be used to take

You can. if you wish, have slides made

from prims, hut this is expensive. 
However, it is a good idea to use the 
sumc type of camera for nil the slides in 
one sequence. 1 26 instninmie niul 
35mm cameras are the best to use. hut 
they need not he particularly complex 
or expensive models. Witfi the 126 
format, nil pictures are squurc. With 
35mm and lit), hotli longways and 
upright (landscape and portrait for- 
mat) pictures can be taken. If possible, 
do not mix them up- n sequence of one 
format is easier to project mid more 
effective, especially if you have the 
luxuj 7 of two projectors. The conven- 
tion is to keep to the landscape forma I. 

At a fairly curly point in the planning 
stage, it is useful to make u story- 
board. This consists of a series of 
drawings of ihc pictures you intend to 
take in order of their appearance, on 
one side of the paper. You may also 
need a word or two of explanation 
under each. The other side of the 
paper is for the script or salient points 
to be made in speech. The younger the 
child the less likely it is to be a full 


script. In most cases with primary 
children you are more likely to get a 
natural sounding recording if they use 
their own words to make the points 
required thnn if they rend from a Fully 
prepared script. 

You can also indicate where 
piece's of music or particular sound 
effects arc required. I do not usually 
regard the story-board as being fixed 
since when you -arc assembling the 
sequence you may discover thnt some 
re-organization produces a more satis- 
fying result. With children who have 
some experience of photography, the 


story-board pictures may indicate whut 
type of shot is required eg long shut 
(LS), clase-up (Cu), low angle (LA), 
’etc. The pictures should tell the strtry 
since the vast majority of the informa- 
tion we absorb is received through 
sight. It is useful to think in terms of 
groups of three to ten slides making n 
paragraph and telling one part of the 
story. 

Before nclunlly taking any slides, it 
is useful for the pupils to practice 
"framing" with empty cameras or 
through squares or rectangles cut out 
of postcard sized card. It is best to keep 
pictures bold .and simple with one or 
two Items filling the frame. A frequent 
mistake is to have too many long shots 
which contain lots of small ami often 
Irrelevant materia] and not enough 
close-lips. A few strong colours are 
ncncrally better than a confusion of 
lots of colour. 

When pupils have a little experi- 
ence. they can begin to experiment rind 
consider whether different cumcrn 
angles/shots/vlewnoints would help 
the point they wish to illustrate. 

When using very simple cameras the 
best results are often obtained by 
waiting for a bright, sunny day to take 
any slides, where this is possible, if 
, "filming” takes place on several diffe- 
rent days, you mBy need to consider 


Always be prepared to discard some 
slides. Preferably tuke two (or ijm-a 
you arc feeling wealthy) slides for each 
seene you require to ensure that ihJ 
iHXiislonnl disaster (finger in from of 
the lens, lens cup still on. camera shake 
etc) does not prevent ihc seauera 
being completed. This will also aw 1 
you some choice and spares that could 
lie useful. The next step is to "edit” fc 
choose the most suitable slides and 
arrange them in the best order. Alton 
box is useful for this, it need not be 
expensive and can be home-made 
preferably with a small fluorescent 
light and translucent plastic. 

When considering how many pic- 
tures to use. do not be mean. Most 
slides should he shown for at least five 
seconds while 20 seconds is about 
the longest any single slide should be 
on view. Varying the time between 
changes makes a more interestini 
programme and helps create a mood 
with frequent changes for action and 
excitement and less frequept changes 
for more contemplative moments. The 
programme itself should not be loo 
long, certainly not more than IS 
minutes. 

An uudience will tend to be much 
more tolerant of poor pictures than 
poor sound. It is worth having several 
goes to get the tape right. Ideally, I 
prefer to sec the slides, edit them aod 
get some idea of how lone each section 
might be before starting to tape. 
However, circumstnnccs may dictate 
thnt you begin recording using you 
story-hourd. Schools are usually veiy 
poor places for recording. If possible, 
you should choose n small, quiet room 
with lots of carpet, curtains and soil 
furnishings (Ihc stuff room?). 

If dim is not possible, there arc scat 
things you can do to moke the best of 
of difficult surroundings. An exicn&l 
microphone is usually better than the 
built-in condenser microphones.- K. 
should stand on a separate table from 
the recorder itself. . - 1 • 

IT you can place your micon'aima 
stand inside n cardboard box, this will 
cut out or reduce most of the poises 
made behind the box.

These two packs show the two faces of 
conservation at the present time. 
While (he Nature Conservancy Coun- 
cil offers a bright optimistic set of 
materials about wildlife in Towns, the 
Countryside Commission asks us to 
Look at the Changing Countryside and 
does not pull its punches over the 
depressing results of techno-agricul- 
ture. 

The NCC slide pack has grown out 
of the excellent pioneering Endless 


Village study of urban wildlife in and 
around Birmingham. Developed with 
the'aid of a number of local teachers, 
the materials are bright and profes- 
sional: the 40 slides are crisp, to the 
point and alluring. A competent tape is 
an optional purchase, but the com- 


mentary conies in written form with 
every slide-pack and contains extra, 
most useful notes. 

Another optional extra is u set of 
four colourful and exceptionally well- 
designed Wildlife in City wall charts 
and selected conservation booklets 
similarly attractive and informative at 
the special pack price of £5.95. If there 
is room enough on your classroom 
wall, an additional three colour posters 
will be included (at an extra cost of 
only £1.50) which are arresting, colour 
prints of moorhens, grasses and a snail 
crossing a gravestone. 

These materials were designed with 
13-16 year-olds in mind, but they 
could, with very little modification, be 
used for children both younger and 
older. They provide a stimulating and 
intelligent survey of a most interesting 
area of conservation. 

Look at the Changing Countryside is 
sold as a complete pack consisting of 30 
slides with commentary booklet, 
teachers' notes and eleven two-colour 
posters. It is intended for use by 9-1 3 
year-olds and aims to tench them an 
awareness of the changes which are 
occurlng in the lowland landscape and 
of the different points of view which 


people hold about them. 

It encourages children to cany out 
local field studies, Rnd to evaluate 
what they find In termsof conseivaiioB 
of wildlife, landscape aesthetics md 
farming interests. 1 feel that some of 
the items could have had a little mat 
bite. While the slides (some of which 


was no guidance about what courseibe 
children should take If they encounter 
- as they undoubtedly will in the count 
of their field work - scorched trees sod 
hedges and farm streams which uc 
being polluted. I would also have liked 
to listen to the voice of the small bet 
increasing band of conservationist far- 
mers who have found it in their interut 
for very good reasons to farm organi- 
cally or at least with concern lor 
conservation. It is, however, an In- 
teresting and worthwhile set of matt 
rials, wnile not ns inspirational as At 
NCC's, and, if 1 don’t wish it a longlife, 
it is because I hope that increased 
public and governmental awarencsof 
the dire problems in the farm land- 
scape will make its warnings reduridui 
before very long. . \

Alohgside a picture of an Australian 
open-cast mine, we arc told “uranium 
is not particularly hazardous” although 
it is well-known that miners in Austra- 
lia, Canada and Numlbld arc suffering 
considerably from exposure to radon 
gas. A diagram Illustrating the 
penettadve properties of radiation

Essex is one authority which makes 
soecial provision for exceptionally able 
pupils. These home-grown curriculum 
extension resources nrc well-produced 
and evidently well-tested; they could 
Drove to be sound, fascinating and 
rewarding projects for very able stu- 
dents, for sixth form General Studies 
work, or to supplement related studies 
within a syllabus. 

On the whole they tackle material 
which is not covered in the usual 
j curriculum, and this alone is refreshing 
and stimulating. The teacher loo needs 
to be somewhat bright, and necessarily 
involved; the content is substantial, 
detailed and exciting, the bibliog- 
raphies extensive nnd acndcmic. the 
skills to be developed extremely 
varied, and the work described as 
“time consuming and requires a great 
deal of concentration". t . 

In the stated aims nnd objectives of 
the projects one can mark such phrases 
as “moral responsibilities", “very 
speed at which Ideas are produced in 
such an exercise", “values", “to 
achieve a greater understanding of the 
meaning of responsibility and tnc con- 
sequences of one's actions".

Now more than ever scholars, critics 
and even examination boards stress 
the importance of recognizing com- 
mon themes and preoccupations link- 
ing Shakespeare's plays, nnd it is in this 
connection that the Shakespeare 
Video Workshops, produced by the 
New Shakespeare Conipany with 
sponsorship from Lloyds Bank, nrc 
uniquely useful. The Comic Spirit and 
The Tortured Mind . which looks at the 
1 four great tragedies, hnve been around 
for some time, winning both interna- 
tional critical acclaim and the loyalty of 
many English teachers. Now they are 
joined by The Roman Tragedies, a 
study of tyranny, politics and the 
nature of power as reflected in Julius 
Caesar. Antony' and Cleopatra and 
Coriolanus.

1 dents, by iLs very nature perhaps the 
65- minute programme is more deman- 
ding that cither of its predecessors.

The Roman Tragedies, however, is a 
notcablc attempt at making them com- 
prehensible. Taking one play at h time, 
and using a variety of styles and 
techniques, writer and presenter 
David Whitworth artfully links key 
scenes, to give not so much a potted 
version of the text but an overview of 
particular themes. The scenes them- 
selves are played straight, and in some 
■ cases exiremelv well. Dy a competent 
casl led by John Nettles and Renee 
Asherson. Not unexpectedly. Julius 
Caesar receives the most detailed 
treatment. Wholly unexpectedly, 
however, it is in their account of th’e 
much less familiar Coriolanus. that the 
New Shakespeare Company are most 
successful. In around 15 minutes they 
make verv satisfactory sense of that 
most difficult of plays. (See picture)

Few adults in this country can provide 
their children with a first-hand account 
of what it's like to suffer at the hands of 
a totalitarian regime. Two who can, a 
Czech journalist, Karel Kynci, and a 
Chilean actor. Francisco Morales, do 
so to a wider audience in a new 
Christian Aid video film, Two in a 
Million. 

Both Kynci and Morales now live in 
Britain, hnving been exiled from their 
home countries in 1983 and 1975 
respectively. The film which links in 
with Christian Aid's current educa- 
tional focus on Exile and Migration. 
Insts 35 minutes and could, therefore, 
be shown during a single schools 
lesson. It combines the two men's 
personal recollections and comments 
with background sequences, albeit too 
few, of life in Czecholsovakla and 
Chile. 

Kynd describes how as a pro-gov- 
ernment broadcaster he was on loca- 
tion in Japan when in 1968 Russian 
troops invaded Czechoslovakia. “The 
whole world of mine collapsed," he 
says with emotional honesty, and it did 
when he chose to return home and 
speak out on a live television program 


me about human rights violations. He 
was promptly demoted from journalist 
to hospital worker to ice-cream seller, 
before being arrested and imprisoned 
for the first time in 1971. The film 
reconsiucts t he poignancy of his depar- 
ture in 1983. when, with his family and 
a few suitcases, he is forced to cross the 
border for what may he the Inst time. 

In the case of Morales the conflict 
between a politically repressive regime 
and a professionally expressive indi- 
vidual is less immediately obvious, but 
in its own way as clear-cut as Kynd’s 
open criticisms. As an actor attemp- 
ting to raise political awareness 
through a travelling drama group, he 
was arrested when in September 1973 
General Pinochet came to power in 
Chile. With all forms of civil authority 
swept away Morales was among 
thousands who endured the degrada- 
tion of torture and imprisonment, 
eventually securing a military style 
trial only through his contacts abroad. 
During the film, he and his wife, 
herself an -actress, perform the final 
scenario of departure. 

Two in a Million paints a moving 
picture of enforced resettlement in the 
face of two paranoically self-defensive 
regimes. The Film will be a sobering 
educational experience for teachers, 
children and other citizens who still 
enjoy the relative security of their 
homeland.

This is an extremely useful video for 
teaching first aid. It covers all the 
useful subdivisions of first aid which 
might be encountered in the home, 
with a proper stress an the need la call 
professional help. It docs not. how- 
ever, cover all the situations which 
might arise at work, in the street or in 
jchfloL (crush injuries; stab or gun 
wounds, multiple injuries, head in- 
juries. childbirth nna food poisoning 
are cither not touched on or barely 
mentioned). Or course such a film cun 
only be a teaching aid, used in conjunc- 
tion with a practical course which 
should be taken by a trained first- 
aider.

From these principles 
what is necessary to deal with burns 
nnd scnlds. chemical burns, eye In- 
juries, nosebleeds, cuts and wounds, 
poisons and slings, sprains, bruising 
and crump, fnlls, shuck, fainting, elec- 
tricul shock nnd choking can be easily 
learned. But you must practice and 
you must practice niouth-io-mouth on 
a proper dummy and you must hnvc 
supervision when you practice. One 
can only recommend inking one orinc 
St John’s courses, pricey though they 
ure.

The bad new, bad old days 


Teachers should not pin loo many 
hopes on a reconvened meeting of the 
Burnham Committee. The first im- 
pressions uf Joe Boone, the new 
president of the NAS/UWT. do not 
exactly inspire confidence. 

He says the committee “would have 
difficulty negotiating its way out or a 
paper bng". and he describes negotiat- 
ing sessions thus: “We meet in expen- 
sive London hotels. When both man- 
agement and unions are in joint ses- 
sion. management sit on cither side of 
n long narrow table, the teachers either 
side of a table running parallel with 
that of the management.

“Additionally, the teachers' side has 
a room tojtsdf.' the management side a 
room to itself, and the NUT n room to 
itself so it can withdraw from the 
teachers' side meeting if necessary in 
order to determine how to cast its 16 
votes which cqunl the rest put 
together."

on teacher's pay should be what was 
perhaps the first word - an extract 
from the Eucyciopaedin Britannica of 
1810. 

Under- the heading "School 
Teachers Underpaid”, the entry reads: 
"We will venture to say that there is no 
class of men -to whom a nation is so 
much indebted as to those employed in 
instructing the young. For ir it be 
education that forms the only distinc- 
tion between the civilized and the 
savage, much certainly is due to those 
who devote themselves to the office of 
instruction. 

“It must be the duty, therefore, of 
every state to take care that proper 
encouragement be given to those who 
undertake this office. There ought to 


be such a salary as would render it un 
object of ambition to men of abilities 
and learning, or at least as would keep 
the tenchcr respectable. 

“In Scotland, the office of a school- 
master was formerly much more lucra- 
tive than at present, and most of that 
class bad received liberal education; 
and this is the reason why the common 
people in Scotland have been famous, 
even to a proverb, for their learning. 

“Bui at present, the salary of a 
country schoolmaster, independent of 
fees for scholars, is not greater than a 
ploughman can earn, being seldom 
more than £8 6s Rd, the consequence of 
which is that this, which is in fact an 
honourable, because a useful profes- 
sion, Is now sinking into contempt. 

“It is no longer an object to a man of 
learning; and we must soon be satisfied 
with schoolmasters that can read, 
write, and cast accounts a little better 
than the lowest of the people, or who 
from some natural deformity are un- 
able to exercise a trade. Ana what in 
this case must become of the minds of 
the common people? They must be 
totally uncultivated." 

Sadly, the current edition of the 
encyclopaedia, now written and pub- 
lished in America, reflects a different 
outlook. 

in a section headed “Stereotype of 
the Teacher", it says Shaw's aphorism 
"He who can does, he who cannot 
teaches" appears to have wide credence 
among intellectuals and educated 
groups. It adds: “Primary and secondary 
teaching are often seen as a refuge for 
mediocre people who are industrious 
but unimaginative and uncreative."
